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The  health  of  Liverpool  during  the  year  has  been  on  the  whole  satisfac¬ 
tory,  though  much  sanitary  work  has  yet  to  be  carried  out.  The  births 
were  20,426,  being  at  the  rate  of  39*2  per  1,000  of  the  population;  the 
deaths  were  14,347,  equal  to  a  rate  of  27‘5  per  1,000,  showing  a 
natural  increase  of  6,079  to  the  population  during  the  year.  The  deaths 
of  Infants  below  5  years  of  age  were  6,827,  and  comprised  47-6  per  cent, 
of  the  whole  deaths.  The  increase  is  attributable  to  the  prevalence  of 
Measles  and  Hooping  Gough  during  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year. 
Diarrhoea,  which  is  the  true  index  of  the  insanitary  condition  of  a  town, 
shows  a  marked  decline,  the  deaths  from  this  cause  being  694  against  842  in 
the  previous  year.  The  deaths  from  Fever  were  398,  whilst  the  average  of 
the  previous  ten  years  is  681.  Small  Pox  occasioned  386  deaths,  to  which 
must  be  added  37  deaths  of  Inhabitants  of  the  Borough  which  took  place  in 
Toxteth  Workhouse.  The  greatest  mortality  was  in  the  last  quarter  of  the 
year,  when  144  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Borough,  being  33  in  the  Parish 
and  111  in  the  Out  Townships.  The  total  mortality  from  this  disease  during 
the  year  was  in  the  Parish  128  and  in  the  Out-Townships  258.  It  is  much  to 
be  regretted  that  the  returns  relative  to  the  vaccinated,  re-vaccinated,  or  non- 
vaccinated  condition  of  the  Patients  have  not  been  more  generally  given. 

The  ventilation  of  the  sewers  is  progressing  rapidly,  and  the  completion  of 
the  work,  which  will  occupy  some  time  yet,  will  be  attended  by  great  benefit, 
and  no  time  should  be  lost  in  attaining  so  desirable  an  end. 

The  continued  movement  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Parish  to  the  Out- 
Townships  is  illustrated  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  table,  which  shows  that 
whilst  143  houses  in  the  Parish  and  57  in  the  Out-Townships  were  demolished 
during  the  year,  there  were  built  during  the  same  period  12  houses  in  the  Parish 
and  2,331  in  the  Out  Townships. 

The  division  of  Everton  and  Kiikdale  into  two  registration  districts  has 
enabled  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  to  arrange  the  statistics  separately. 
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During  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  1876  (terminating  on  Saturday, 
December  30, 1876),  the  returns  of  the  Local  Registrars  record  20,426  births, 
and  14,347  deaths  within  the  Borough  of  Liverpool. 

Of  the  births  10,326  were  males,  and  10,100  were  females,  making  the 
total  Birth-rate  of  the  Borough  equal  to  39*2  per  1000  ;  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years  being  38*1  per  1,000.

Of  the  14,347  deaths,  7,434  were  of  males,  and  6,913  of  females;  7,252 
occurred  in  the  Parish,  and  7,095  in  the  Out-townships. 

The  Death-rate  of  the  Borough  was  equal  to  27*5  per  1000.  The  average 
of  the  previous  ten  years  was  30*7  per  1,000.

From  the  returns  made  as  to  the  residences  of  persons  dying  in  the  Work- 
houses  and  Hospitals  of  the  town,  we  are  able  to  classify  1,515  of  the  deaths 
in  these  establishments  under  the  wards  and  districts  from  whence  the  patients 
were  removed,  viz.,  315  under  Scotland  Ward,  163  under  Vauxhall  Ward, 
160  under  St.  Paul’s  and  Exchange  Wards  (Dale  Street  District),  246 
under  St.  Anne’s  and  Lime  Street  Wards  (Islington  District),  17  under 
Castle  Street  and  St.  Peter’s  Wards  (St.  George’s  District),  119  under 
Pitt  Street  and  Great  George’s  Wards  (St.  Thomas’s  District),  129  under 
Rodney  Street  and  Abercromby  Wards  (Mount  Pleasant  District),  169  under 
the  Out- township  of  Everton,  43  under  that  of  Kirkdale,  104  under  that  of 
West  Derby,  and  50  under  those  of  the  Toxteths.  This  will  leave  unclas¬ 
sified  437  deaths  of  persons  whose  previous  residences  were  either  unknown 
or  not  specified  ;  and  these,  in  the  absence  of  definite  information,  have 
been  placed  in  the  Wards  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  total  deaths ;  and 
153  who  were  residents  outside  the  Borough. 
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The  results  of  the  alterations  occasioned  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the 
deaths  in  the  wards  and  districts  will  be  shown  in  the  following  table,  from 
which  a  calculated  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  inhabitants 
has  been  made  ;  but  it  must  be  observed  that  the  estimate  of  the  population  of 
all  the  districts  in  the  Parish  has  been  made  on  a  rate  of  decrease  which  is 


probably  in  excess  of  what  is  going  on.

TYPHUS  AND  INFANTILE  REMITTENT  FEVER. 


These  diseases  accounted  for  398  deaths  within  the  Borough  of  Liverpool, 
or  for  262  in  the  Parish  and  .136  in  the  Out-Townships.  The  rate  of  their 
mortality  was  equal  to  0-8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Their 
percentage  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  2 ‘2  during  the 
first,  2 '7  during  the  second,  2-2  during  the  third,  and  4T  during  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year.  Their  annual  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
was  2-8  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes  12*0  per  cent. 
Their  deaths  included  199  males  and  199  females  ;  95  persons  below  the  age 
of  15,  112  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30,  and  191  above  the  age  of  30. 
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Every  form  of  continued  fever  is  included  under  the  generic  term  of  typhus  ; 
but  the  registers  of  deaths  attribute  9  cases  to  gastric  fever,  71  to  typhoid 
fever,  24  to  enteric  fever,  2  to  continued  fever,  3  to  relapsing  fever,  and  224 
to  typhus.  Under  the  term  of  fever  there  were  registered  40  deaths,  under 
that  of  febris  10  deaths,  and  under  that  of  febricula  5  deaths.  The  deaths 
registered  under  the  term  of  infantile  remittent  amounted  to  10. 

The  following  tables  are  in  themselves  sufficiently  explanatory.  The  first 
compares  the  averages  of  deaths  from  typhus  during  the  preceding  ten  years 
with  those  during  1876  ;  the  second  table  shows  the  districts  of  the  town  and 
the  periods  of  -the  year  in  which  all  forms  of  continued  fever  were  most  fatally 
prevalent;  the  third  marks  in  streets  the  habitats  of  the  disease;  and  the 
remaining  tables  the  occupations  and  positions  of  its  victims.

Scarlatina  accounted  during  the  year  for  251  deaths,  or  for  85  in  the  Parish, 
and  166  in  the  Out-townships.  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  0-5 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  relatively  to  deaths 
from  all  causes  was  1*6  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  1*8  in  the  second,  1*3  in 


ehe  third,  and  2*9  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  ;  its  annual  rate  relatively 
10  all  deaths  was  17  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes 
7*6  per  cent.

SMALL-POX. 

This  disease  occasioned  386  deaths  in  the  Borough  of  Liverpool,  or  69  in 
the  Parish  and  317  in  the  Out-Townships  (not  apportioning  the  deaths  in 
Hospitals  to  the  Wards  from  whence  they  came).  Of  these  deaths  222  were 
males  and  164  females,  126  were  children  below  5  years  of  age,  71  were  persons 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  15,  109  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30,  and  80 
above  the  age  of  30.  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  0’7  per  1,000 
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per  annum  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  of  mortality  relatively  to 
deaths  from  all  causes  was  0*5  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  2*6  per  cent,  in 
the  second  quarter,  4*1  in  the  third  quarter,  and  4-4  in  the  fourth  quarter  of 
the  year.  Its  annual  rate  relatively  to  all  deaths  was  2-7  per  cent.  Its 
annual  rate  of  mortality  relatively  to  total  deaths  from  Zymotic  causes  was 
11*7  per  cent.  ;  or  2’0  per  cent,  during  the  first  quarter,  11*7  during  the 
second  quarter,  14-6  during  the  third  quarter,  and  22- 5  during  the  fourth 
quarter.  Of  the  deaths,  47  were  stated  to  be  of  persons  who  had  been 
vaccinated,  80  not  vaccinated,  and  there  were  no  returns  of  259.

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TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 

This  group  of  diseases  includes  Phthisis,  Scrofula,  Tabes  Mesenterica* 
and  Hydrocephalus.  They  occasioned  1,937  deaths  in  the  Borough  of  Livers 
pool  during  the  year  1876,  of  which  995  occurred  in  the  Parish,  and  942  in 
the  Out-Townsliips.  The  death-rate  was  3-7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popu¬ 
lation  ;  their  percentage  death-rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes  was  13'5.

Fever  (including  therein  Typhus,  Typhoid,  and  simple  Continued  Fever)  at 
one  time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  1876  was  60,  and  their  percentage  death- 
rate  was  13  0.  The  average  number  of  cases  of  Measles  at  one  time  in  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  7,  and  the  percentage  death-rate  was  14*9  ;  the  average 
number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  at  one  time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  was  4, 
and  the  percentage  death-rate  was  11*4  ;  the  average  number  of  cases  of 
Small-pox  at  one  time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  was  10,  and  the  percentage 

death-rate  was  16*0.

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LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Health  Committee  have,  since  the  passing  o f  the  Sanitary  Act,  18G6, 
ruled  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all  registered  lodging-houses  should  have  a 
day  apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  their  lodgers,  and  that  all  houses 
where  single  rooms  were  occupied  by  day  and  night  should  be  registeied  as 
sub-let.  The  space  required  for  a  night  lodger  in  a  registered  lodging-house 
is  300  cubical  feet,  while  the  space  in  a  sub-let  house  lor  each  adult  is 
350  feet. 

There  were  on  the  register  1,047  lodging-houses  at  the  end  of  18/5,  and 
1,046  at  the  end  of  1876.  This  difference  was  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
272  old  licenses,  and  the  addition  of  271  new  ones.  The  visits  to  lodging- 
houses  are  both  by  day  and  night.  The  lodging-houses  of  the  better  class,  and 
especially  those  provided  only  with  single  beds  for  each  person,  and  only  with 
the  number  of  beds  equivalent  to  the  number  of  lodgers  allowed,  are  not 
visited  at  night  except  on  grave  suspicion  or  on  complaint,  or  in  the  case  of 
foreign  emigrant  lodging-houses.  The  night  visits  are  pretty  nearly  restricted  to 
the  low  districts  and  tramp  houses.  The  number  of  day  visits  paidduringtheyear 
was  41,636,  and  the  night  visits  5,875.  The  number  of  lodging-houses  found 
overcrowded  on  the  night  visits  was  33  ;  the  number  of  informations  laid  for 
breaches  of  the  bye  laws  was  131,  with  the  results  of  fines  in  122  cases  to  the 
extent  of  £19  13s.,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  10s.  and  costs.  The  number 
of  lodging-houses  found  dirty  was  238 ;  notices  were  served  to  lime-wash  and 
cleanse. 

It  is  necessary  frequently  to  visit  houses  which  are  not  licensed  either  as 
lodgings  or  sub-let  houses,  especially  when  emigration  is  brisk,  or  at  race  times. 
There  were  2,089  such  visits  paid  during  the  day,  and  in  46  of  the  cases 
where  suspicion  was  confirmed  they  were  followed  up  by  night  visits.  A 
tenant  harbouring  lodgers  is  not  taken  before  the  Justices  for  the  first  offence, 
but  is  noticed  to  have  his  rooms  measured  and  licensed.  There  were  237  such 
notices  issued  during  the  year,  but  in  only  5  cases  did  the  tenants  refuse  to 
comply;  they  were  brought  before  the  Justices  and  fined.  A  bye-law  requires 
that  every  case  of  infectious  sickness  in  a  lodging  house  should  be  at  once 
reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  32  cases  of  Fever  and  20  cases 
of  Small  Pox  occurred  in  lodging-houses;  51  of  the  patients  were  at  once 
sent  to  Hospital,  the  bedding  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus,  and  the  rooms 
purified  and  cleaused.  The  remaining  case  being  a  member  of  the  keeper’s 
family  was  not  removed,  but  the  lodging-house  license  was  at  once  suspended. 
No  lodger  died  from  Fever  or  Small  Pox  in  a  registered  lodging-house,  but 
there  were  132  deaths  from  non-contagious  diseases  in  lodging  houses,  of 
which  85  belonged  to  the  keepers’  families,  and  47  were  lodgers. 
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SUB-LET  HOUSES  REGISTERED  UNDER  THE  SANITARY 

ACT  OF  1866. 

The  number  of  sub-let  houses  on  the  Register  at  the  termination  of  1875 
was  10,942  ;  the  number  registered  during  1876  was  336,  making  the  total 
on  the  Register  on  the  31st  December,  11,278.  The  number  of  visits  paid 
during  the  night  was  11,001,  and  during  the  day,  57,084,  with  the  result  of 
finding  1,205  rooms  overcrowded.  In  addition  to  overcrowding  the  offence 
(though  not  punishable  in  sub-let  houses)  of  permitting  males  and  females, 
not  married  to  occupy  the  same  room,  comes  under  the  notice,  and  is  entered 
in  the  books  of  the  Inspectors.  There  were  652  rooms  thus  indecently 
occupied  by  982  males  and  1,193  females,  besides  having  also  in  these  rooms 
449  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  13  years.  The  character  of  the 
indecent  occupation  may  be  judged  of  from  the  following  facts  :■ — In  292  instances 
one  man  and  two  women  were  found  in  the  same  bedroom  ;  in  189  instances 
two  men  and  one  woman  ;  in  sixty-one  instances  two  men  and  two  women ;  in  fifty 
instances  one  man  and  three  women  ;  in  eighteen  instances  three  men  and 
one  woman ;  in  sixteen  instances  two  men  and  three  women ;  in  twelve 
instances  one  man  and  four  women ;  in  seven  instances  three  men  and  two 
women  ;  in  four  instances  two  men  and  four  women  ;  in  one  instance  four 
men  and  two  women ;  in  one  instance  four  men  and  one  woman ;  and  in  one 
instance  five  men  and  one  woman. 

Informations  were  laid  against  997  chief  tenants  for  permitting  overcrowding 
in  rooms,  with  the  following  results  : — 1  was  fined  Is  ;  794  fined  Is.  and  Is. 
costs;  1  fined  2s.  and  2s.  costs;  5  fined  2s.  6d. ;  145  fined  2s.  6d.  and  2s.  6d. 
costs;  20  fined  5s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs;  and  6  fined  10s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs; 
making  a  total  of  fines  levied  during  the  year  of  £130  7s.  6d.  Of  the  remain¬ 
ing  25  cases  17  informations  were  withdrawn,  the  tenants  having  abated  the 
overcrowding  ;  in  8  cases  the  tenants  were  acquitted- — the  majority  because  it 
was  the  first  offence,  and  the  remainder  because  of  their  poverty  and  their 
promise  not  again  to  offend. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

1,068  day  visits  and  1,284  night  visits  have  been  made  to  Bakehouses  during 
the  year.  17  informations  were  laid  for  working  young  people,  below  the  age 
of  18  years,  between  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  and  5  a.m.  In  13  cases  penalties 
varying  from  2s.  6d.  and  costs  to  5s.  and  costs,  and  making  a  total  of 
£5  14s.  6d.,  were  inflicted.  131  Bakehouses  were  found  dirty,  and  notices  were 
served  to  limewash  and  cleanse  them. 
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LICENSES  FOR  CATTLE. 

Daring  the  year  1876,  15  applications  for  Licenses  to  keep  134  cows  were 
made  to,  and  granted  by  the  Health  Committee ;  48  shippons  licensed  to  keep 
314  cows,  have  been  given  up  during  the  year.  There  are  at  present  423 
shippons  licensed  to  keep  4,466  cows.  48  of  the  shippons  previously  licensed 
have  been  transferred  to  fresh  tenants.  In  65  of  the  shippons  pigs  are  also 
allowed  to  be  kept ;  in  61  of  them  only  2  pigs  each  ;  in  2,  4  pigs;  and  in  2, 
5  pigs. 

60  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  keep  pigs  in  styes  separate 
from,  and  unconnected  with  shippons;  25  of  the  applications  for  keeping  56 
pigs  were  granted.  55  piggeries  licensed  to  keep  191  pigs,  have  been  given  up 
during  the  year.  11  piggeries  previously  licensed  have  been  transferred  to 
fresh  tenants.  The  total  number  of  premises  or  styes  now  licensed  in  the 
Borough  (excluding  shippons)  is  203,  for  keeping  563  pigs. 

MORTUARIES. 

During  the  year  90  bodies  were,  by  order  of  the  Justices,  removed  to  the 
Mortuaries  provided  by  the  Council  under  the  27th  section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1866. 

REMOVAL  OF  THE  SICK  TO  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  there  were  removed  to  Hospital  665  persons,  250  of  whom 
were  suffering  from  Fever,  and  415  from  Small  Pox.  268  were  taken  to 
Netherfield  Road  Hospital,  191  to  the  Parish  Workhouse  Hospital,  35  to 
Toxteth  Workhouse  Hospital,  and  171  to  West  Derby  Union  Plospital. 

DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

In  ail  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  houses  were  disinfected,  free  of  cost, 
with  sulphurous  gas,  by  officers  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee ;  but 
whenever  there  was  sickness  in  any  room  of  the  house,  so  as  to  endanger 
health  by  the  use  of  sulphurous  gas,  carbolic  acid  powder  was  freely  sprinkled 
in  the  rooms  and  passages  of  the  house  until  the  sulphurous  gas  could  be  used 
safely.  No  house  is  considered  properly  disinfected  until  sulphurous  gas  has 
been  used.  The  existence  of  sickness,  and  the  consequent  employment  of 
carbolic  acid  powder,  necessitate  many  visits  by  the  persons  in  charge  of 
disinfection.  There  were  in  all  6,465  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  houses 
for  the  purpose  of  disinfection,  the  number  of  houses  properly  disinfected 
beiug  3,461.
